Under the revision pensioners who 
took a cash settlement 10 years 
ago were accorded the privilege ol 
making application for reinstate 
ment, When such application was 
approved by the pensions depart- 
ment at Ottawa the recipient was 
paid aN back pension less the 
amount of the cash settlement paid 
in 1920. He also was reinstated on 
the monthly pension payment plan, 

Where the disubility of the pen- 
sioner was permanent the applica- 
tion for reinstatement was put 
through without the formality of 
4 medical board. In the case of de- 
creased or increased disability the 
applicant was given a military 
board and a new pension rating. 

As an instance of how the new 
system works, a case was cited by 
officials of veterans’ organization 
as follows. A pensioner who was in 
receipt of $10 a month. received a 
cash settlement of $600 10 years 
ago. Upon reinstatement, he was 
restored to his former pension bas 
ls and granted $10 a month for the 
last 10 years. This amounted to 
$1,200. Deducting the amount of 
the cash settlement he was paid 
$600 cash and restored to his for- 
mer basis of $10 per month. 

The first pension cheques were 
paid to those who made applica- 
tion for reinstatement prior to Oct. 
1, the date when the new pension 
law became effective. 

Applications for reinstatement 
should be made to the department 
of pensions and national health, 
Deer Lodge, Applicants who ave 
married since commuting their pen 
sions, or who's children have been 
born since that time, should take 
marriage and birth certificates 
with them,

The guarantee 
of the Pool loans by the Provinces 
might be so regarded, although 
even in that case the Provinces 
were unquestionably moved by a 
desire to save a collapse of the 
wheat market that would hurt Pool 
and non-Poo! farmers alike. The 
Suggestion that the Dominion Goy- 
ernment now assume those guaran- 
tees is made solely to enable the 
Provinces to direct their best 
efforts to the relief of all their 
farmers, Poo! members or not.
